A correspondent of the Poultry World says: 
'T o catch hawks, taken wire cage—a bird 
cage will do—put a live chicken in it, and set 
in a place where the hawk will be most likely 
to see it, either on a rock or on the ground; 
also take a steel trap, ami cither kill a small 
chicken or take one that has been dead but a 
few hours, and tie It on the pan in an upright 
position, with a stick or something under its 
bead to hold it up so it will.look as near as 
possible like a liviug oue. Set the trap not 
more than six feet from the chicken in the 
cage, and you will be likely to catch your 
hawk the first time he comes. 
It would be 
well to shut up ail Hie small chickens before 
setting the trap, as the hawk might take one 
of them instead of the one on the trap. 
I do 
not shut (hem ap, as I set the trap at some 
distance from the poultry-house, in the direc­ 
tion flora which the hawk usually comes. 
He 
bears and sees the chicken in the cage, dives 
to lake it, but cannot get it, then tries to 
take the one on the trap, and is caught. 
One season the owls destroyed many valu­ 
able fowls for me, and one pair of Fantail 
Pigeons, for which I paid ten dollars. 
Owls 
come in the night, and may lie easily caught 
in a steel trap. 
Put a chicken in a cage, then 
take a dead one and tie it to a stake near by, 
and set two or three steel traps near by it, all 
nicely covered with chati, leaves, Ac., to con 
coal them. 'When an owl kills a fowl lie usa 
ally eats off its head and neck. and leaves the 
remainder. Ho comes the next night for it, 
and may then lie caught. 
I have also found 
it easy to catch skunks. 
When I And they 
have killed some of my chickens, I wait until 
the next night after all the fowls have gone to 
roost, then take either u steel or box-trap, tie 
on a chicken for bait, ami sot where the chick­ 
ens were killed the night before; the skunk 
will usually return for more chickens, and be 
caught. 
A skunk will often kill fifteen or 
twenty chickens in a single night,

tal toil. 
The mind cannot lie long fallow 
without bringing forth weeds. 
Through want 
of employment, it becomes relaxed in tone 
less amenable to discipline, and less titled for 
steady work. 
When the present Prime Minis­

the exhausting tailors of a heavy session in 
writing Juvenlus Mundi, he was the means of 
drawing attention to an inqiortant principle 
of mental thera|ieutic3. 
Had be spent the

From the gar­ 
den the fruit goes to the repacking magazine, 
where it is removed from the boxes, in w hich 
it was {lacked in the gardens, and repacked 
for shipment by experienced female packers, 
after haviog been carefully assorted by wo­ 
men, and wrapped in seperate papers by- 
young girls. 
As many as 500 persons (mostly 
women and children) are employ ed by some 
of the fruit growers in their gardens and mag­ 
azines, in gathering, sorting and repacking 
for shipment, the wages paid them varying 
from nine lo sixteen cents a day. 
In sorting, 
every fruit that wants a stem is rejected. The 
boxes arc then securely covered, strapped and 
marked with the brand of the grower, when 
they are ready for shipment. 
Twenty years 
ago, this trade wa* nothing in its commercial 
characteristics, or the inducements It offered 
to capitalists. 
Now it in progressing with gi­ 
ant strides into prominence, and is a consid- 
able source of revenue to the government.— 
Scientific American. 


D a ir y v i u n a g c i m - u t . 
The great incomes from dairies where the 
milk is sold In market comes from good feed. 
From the nature of the business he who is en­ 
gage! in it is spurred on and encouraged each 
day to make the product of his hen! as large 
as possible. 
He realizes all the time that his 
Income will be small unless his cows give a 
liberal flow of milk. 
They are therefore sup­ 
plied with un abundance of the right kind of 
food, not only in June and July, but the year 
through. Only by the same management can 
butter aud cheese dairies be made to return a 
satisfactory Income. A good cow in the hands 
of a milkman will give 2,500 quarts of milk 
per year, and will return the owner $100 for 
the same. 
If iu the cheese dairy she yields 
but 1,500, the price of cheese is not charge- 
able for the difference in the receipts. 
Give 
the herd good foeti lf you would have liberal 
returns for the food giveti them.— Maine Far- 
mer.

T o C a t c h H a w k s . 
A correspondent of the Poultry World says: 
“ To catch hawks, take a wire cage—a bird 
cage will do—put a live chicken in it, and set 
in a place where the hawk will be most likely 
to see it, either on a rock or on the ground; 
also take a steel trap, and either kill a small 
chicken or take one that has been dead but a 
few hours, and tie it on the pan in an upright 
position, with a stick or something under its 
head to hold it up so it willjook as near as 
possible like a living oue. 
Set the trap not 
more than six feet from the chicken in the 
cage, and you will be likely to catch your 
hawk the first time he comes. 
It would be 
well to shut up all the small chickens before 
setting the trap, as the hawk might take one 
of them instead of the one on the trap. 
I do 
not shut them up, as I set the trap at some 
distance from the poultry-house, in the direc­ 
tion from which the hawk usually comes. 
He 
hears and sees the chicken in the cage, dives 
to take it, but cannot get it, then tries to 
take the one on the trap, and is caught. 
One season the owls destroyed many valu 
able fowls for me, and one pair of Fantail 
Pigeons, for which I paid ten dollars. 
Owls 
come in the night, and may be easily caught 
in a steel trap. 
Put a chicken in a cage, then 
take a dead one and tie it to a stake near by, 
and set two or three steel traps near by it, all 
nicely covered with chafi, leaves, «fee., to con­ 
ceal them. -When an owl kills a fowl lie-usu­ 
ally eats off its head and neck, and leaves the 
remainder. He comes the next night for it, 
and may then bo caught. 
I have also found 
it easy to catch skunks. 
When I find they 
liave killed some of my chickens, I wait until 
the next night after all the fowls have gone to 
roost, then take either a steel or box-trap, tie 
on a chicken for bait, anti set where the chick­ 
ens were killed the night before; the skuuk 
will usually return for more chickens, and be 
caught. 
A skunk will often kill fifteen or 
twenty chickens in a single night. 


H rain W ork. 
It will appear, then, that brain work, even 
hard brain work, does not necessarily conduce 
to disease. 
If, in any given case, it is produc­ 
tive of tills result, it will invariably be found, 
on investigation, that the work has been done 
under injurious emotional conditions, such as 
the distractions arising from anxiety, hurry, 
or the pressing sense of responsibility. 
Of all 
the organs of the body, the brain is the hardi­ 
est, the most capable of exceeding its ordina­ 
ry duties with impunity. 
Any extraordinary 
exertion thrown on the other organs is sooner 
or later emphatically resented. 
The quality 
of the brain which is most conservative of its 
health is its versatility. 
One part of the or­ 
gan may be fresh while another is jaded, and 
it has the power of resting in parts that are 
exhausted while it continues active in those 
parts that are still vigorous. 
One of the se­ 
crets of safe continued braiu work is to vary 
frequently the kind of mental occupation. 
This is a species of mental gymnastics by 
which all parts of the organ of thought are 
exercised in turn. 
Even in many cases of 
cerebral exhaustion, change of work is proba­ 
bly preferable to complete cessation from men­ 
tal toil. 
The mind cannot lie long fallow 
without bringing forth weeds. 
Through want 
or employment, it becomes relaxed in tone, 
less amenable to discipline, and less fitted for 
steady work. 
When the present Prime Minis­ 
ter spent the greater part of his holiday, after 
the exhausting labors of a heavy session in 
writing Juvetilus Mundi, he was the means of 
drawing attention to an important principle 
of mental therapeutics. 
Had he spent the 
same time in Continental travel, or on the 
Scotch moors, he might indeed have returned 
at the begining of the session equally recov­ 
ered from the effects of overwork, but lie 
would not have been equally fit to resume his 
parliamentary duties.—Chamber's Journal. 


l ’u c k iu g O ran ges an d Y.cmous. 
A full grown orange tree yields from 500 to 
2,000 fruit annually, and arrives at tho bear­ 
ing state in three or five years, as does the 
lemon tree; botli grow luxuriantly in most 
soils. 
The plantations (in the Mediterranean 
countries) are called gardens, and vary in 
size, the smallest containing only a small num­ 
ber of trees, and the laigest many thousands. 
The fruit ¡3 gathered in baskets similar to 
peach baskets, lined with canvas, the basket 
being held by a strap attached and passed 
around the neck or shoulders. 
From the gar­ 
den the fruit goes to the repacking magazine, 
where it is removed from the boxes, in which 
it was packed in the gardens, and repacked 
for shipment by experienced female packers, 
after having been carefully assorted by wo­ 
men, and wrapped in seperate papers by 
young girls. 
As many as 500 persona (mostly 
women and children) are employed by some 
of the fruit growers in their gardens and mag­ 
azines, in gathering, sorting and repacking 
for shipment, the wages paid them varying 
from nine to sixteen cents a day. 
In sorting, 
every fruit that wants a stem is rejected. The 
boxes are then securely covered, strapped and 
marked with the brand of the grower, when 
they are ready for sliipmeut. 
Twenty years 
ago, this trade was notbiDg in its commercial 
characteristics, or the inducements it offered 
to capitalists. 
Now it is progressing with gi­ 
ant strides into prominence, and is a consid- 
able source of revenue to the government.— 
Scientific American. 


D a i r y M a n a g e m e n t . 
The great incomes from dairies where the 
milk is sold in market comes from good feed. 
From the nature of the business he who is en­ 
gaged in it is spurred on and encouraged each 
day to make the product of his herd as large 
as possible. 
He realizes all the time that his 
income will be small unless his cows give a 
liberal flow of milk. 
They are therefore sup­ 
plied with an abundance of the right kind of 
food, not only in June and July, but the year 
through. Only by the same management can 
butter and cheese dairies be made to return a 
satisfactory income. A good cow in the hands 
of a milkman will give 2,500 quarts of milk 
per year, and will return the owner $100 for 
the same. If in the cheese dairy she yields 
but 1,500, the price of cheese Í3 not charge­ 
able for the difference in the receipts. 
Give 
the herd good feed if you would have liberal 
returns for the food given them.—Maine Far­ 
mer. 


The attempts to cultivate ipecac in British 
India promise success. 
It has generally been 
grown from root cuttings, but we ¡earn that a 
cultivator in Sikkim has succeeded in striking 
plants from a single leaf. 
We are not sur­ 
prised at this, as ipecac under almost any cir­ 
cumstances ¡3 pretty sure to come up.

If he had only cried out Vice la lis- 
publique instead of sticking lo his sovereign iu 
his old-fashioned, chivulric way M Gambetta 
would no more have the right of accusing him

But he diJn’t fall in with the eurreut quite 
soon enough. 
Hence this fuss. 
The ollenco 
is a chimera and the trial will be a sham ; but 
when did a positive character ever get fair 
play in this world ? 


One feature of Mr. Charles Bradiaugli's lec­ 
tures must be heartily commended. 
The in­ 
vitations for any who differ with the sentiments 
or facts expressed to present their own views, 
may not bring out the strongest statement of 
the opposite side, but it relieves to some ex­ 
tent the reality of one-sidedness and entirely 
the appearance of it. 
Like the man who be­ 
came an Episcopalian because he liked to 
talk back, there is quite often somebody in an 
audience who likes to express his sentiments. 
Besides affording the fullest possible exhibition 
of fair-play, it also tends to carefulness iu 
statement and thorough presentation of a 
subject. 
On the platform as well as olsewhcre 
nothing is to be feared from discussion. 


As there has been considerable said about 
federal disregard of the rights of the citizen, 
it is well not to let pass the* recent llagrant in­ 
stance of a similar character on the part of a 
state oilicer, Deputy Sheriff Jarvis. 
The most 
that a creditor in tins state has a right to do 
is lo secure from his deotor us much a3 that 
debtor can pay, aud in the case of a fnon-resi- 
deut to secure his attendance at the trial by 
requiring bail. 
But the spirit of the law gives 
him no right to use his claim for the purpose 
of publicly mortifying his debtor. 
Col. Drake 
of the Third New Jersey could as easily have 
been arrested in a less public aud disgraceful 
manner without any violence to the law or 
risk to the creditor. 
Deputy Jarvis should 
have a severe rebuke from the press, with that 
large class of constables who regard a pris­ 
oner as an individual with no rights they aru 
bound to respect. 


The Times publishes side by side iu its col­ 
umns a Paris letter giving an account of an 
impending duel, aud the latest doings of tho 
Evangelical Alliance. The letter-writer wants 
to know what we are to do in case of direct 
insult being ollered us. 
When a satisfactory 
course can be suggested lie thinks the codc- 
ducllo will die a natural death. 
But men will 
not rest patiently under insult and abuse. 
“And you, Monsignor,” said the Bishop Ev- 
reux to the Archbishop of Paris, “ if one were to 
slap your face what would you do?” “ I know 
what I ought to do,” replied the ecclesiastic, 
“ but I cannot tell beforehand what I should 
do.” Is there then something sound in the 
“satisfaction” theory of the ultra chivalry? 
We will not be responsible for an affirmative 
answer, but, in view of the quarrelsome and 
unreasonable nature of Frenchmen wouldn’t it 
be a good thing if the Alliance would bear 
testimony to the doctrine of non-resistance ?

Cincinnati Timesdealared that the Archbishop 
called a lady correspondent of that paper a 
“she devil.” The Catholic Telegraph explains 
that the archbishop did not call tho lady a 
“she devil.” 
lie merely “quoted Job where it 
is said that the angels of God were assembled 
on a certain occasion, and Satan stood among 
them; so it was on the occasion referred to— 
the friends of God were assembled for adora­ 
tion and prayer before the altar, but this 
time the satau that was come among them 
was a 
lady satau, who, if not tho ‘father 
of lies,’ was the mother thereof.” 
Here is a distinction suggested so One that 
we cannot but admire the subtle editorial mind 
that conceived it.

called by such a name. 
Couldn’t that “ truly 
good man,” Deacon Smith, of that city drive 
those bad spirits out of that lady ¡uto some 
one of the numerous herds of swine they have 
there?

snowy sugar was never spread which can suc­ 
cessfully impose upon the royal faculty of the 
human mind—the imagination. 
All attempts 
to disguise a pill have so far been deserved 
and miserable failures. Raisins, sugar-coating*, 
spoonsful of luscious molasses are all too thin 
to cheat the merest infant. Besides the forced 
and unnatural association of good things 
with vile creates a dislike for the good tilings 
which is contrary to the order and economy of 
providence. 
A3 with pills, so with books. 
We can de­ 
tect a novel whose author had a “ moral ” pur­ 
pose iu view when writing it as sureiy A3 we 
see soap and aloes inside that glacier of sugar 
which terrified our indigcsting infancy. 
We 
like a good story—who does not? and we like 
it pure, bat we don’t like this question 


either 
glaringly 
woven 
into 
the 
story 
or 
officiously 
tacked 
on 
tbo 
end of it,—“ Now, 
children, what lesson 
does this story teach T ” Wo feel then as tho’ 
some good, well-meaning old auntie had 
caught us by the nose, opened our mouth with 
a gilded book-eover, and made U3 choke down 
one of the ten coinmandmeuts saturated with 
the tears of cheap sentiment. 
It is not fair, 
noPfair at all. When we go to hear a sermon, 
we don’t expect to wituess a trapeze perform­ 
ance, aud when we road a novel we don’t 
want to be seduced into a wilderness of moral 
propositions. 
The business of all art, wheth­ 
er in literature, painting, sculpture or poetry, 
is simple and c mcrete—-it is to embody the 
beautiful, nothing more. 
If by some subtle 
law a moral lesson or a righteous inspiration 
connects itself with such embodiment, all the 
better. 
But art has no right directly to sug­ 
gest it. 
Morals are not artistic, and art has 
no innate ability to recognize morality. 
The 
moral character of a nation will be impressed 
upou its art, but its art will never atieci its 
moral character, savo by reaction. 
Bad 
books, written for a bad purpose, are, of 
course, diabolical, and should be committed 
lo congenial flames. 
Good books, written 
with an intention to promote some morul or 
religious reform, are open to no objection. 
It is right to help on a good cause in this way. 
But “ goody, goody ” looks—books that are 
neither novel, tract, essay or sermon, but a 
boarding-house hxsli of the whole of them, sit 
on the average stomach like a bad oyster.— 
We will write a little paragraph some day on 
cowardly ways of doing good. 


TUe Irish Q uestion. 
The clearest and most impartial statement 
of the vexed Anglo-Irish question that we 
ever met has just been made by Mr. Brad- 
laugh in one of his speeches. 
His views of 
the wrongs of Ireland ore not opon to the ob­ 
jection which made Mr. Fronde so easy a prey 
to Father Burke—an utter want of fairness iu 
his dealings with the Irish character. 
Mr. 
Bradlaugh does full justice to the manifold 
merits of that down-trodden people, and elo­ 
quently resents a disposition manifest in aris­ 
tocratic quarters to charge upon Irishmen a 
natural lack of industry and thrift. 
He in­ 
veighs against Gladstone’s Land Bill, and de­ 
clares it to be deficient in the very respect 
where it should have been made strong, i. e. 
in not permitting the tenant to become a land­ 
holder. 
Failing in this the bill is one of the 
many which have kept a promise to tho car 
and broken it to the hopes of the people.— 
Mr. Bradlaugh strongly advocates the only 
step which, in his opiuion and ours, holds out 
a reasonable prospect ot a brighter future for 
Ireland. 
That is of an English and Irish fed­ 
eration. 
All schemes looking to a separation 
he regards as ill-advised. 
Fenianism Is a 
patriotic insanity, while British tyranny is an 
unendurable yoke. 
The deliverance of Ire­ 
land lies within reach of English justice.

L o w e l l, Mass., Oct. 7 .— The officers of the 
Merchants’ Bank state that the knowledge of 
the irregularities in the accounts of the Cashier 
first becamo known lo them early last week. 
One Director stated that his deficiency must 
have commenced while it was a state bank, 
and that he had successfully avoided tho de­ 
tection of both the Directors and Bank Ex­ 
aminers up to the present time. 
No error 
was detected in making the accounts for the 
October dividend. 
Pierce acknowledges the 
impeachment by failure to fulfill a telegram 
promise to the Second National Bank of Bos­ 
ton to honor checks led to an examination 
and exposure. 
It is staled by one of the Di­ 
rectors of the Merchants’ Bank that Pierce 
had money of the bank amounting to about 
$175,000 at one time, of which lie has re­ 
turned about $80,000. 
The capital of the 
bank is $400,000. 
The surplus of about 5 per 
cent, is absorbed. 


L o w e l l, Mass., Oct. 7.—The Trustees of the 
Central Savings Bank, assisted by experts, 
have examined the accounts of Treasurer J. 
N. Pierce, Jr., who was present, and find them 
minutely correct aad the funds safe.

The cowards, 
finding themselves pursued, took themselves 
off, going across town toward the Hasbrouck 
avenue section. 
A couple of gentlemen then 
started to find officers and after a vigorous 
search discovered two of those worthies iu a 
saloon, engaged in the pleasures of seven-up. 
In reply to the summons for their services 
they made tardy and evasive answers, one of 
them volunteering the weighty opiniou that 
these fellows were part of a gung three of 
whom had been arrested before, but evincing 
no disposition to 
attempt their capture. 
The gentlemen, disgusted, left the loafing 
guardians (?) of our peace and the game of 
seven-up was resumed, and the scamps are 
permitted to wander at tlieir own sweet wills, 
with no fear of arrest to molest or make them 
afraid.

out to hunt up his client, and just u3 the 
Court was asking for the counsel to open his 
case, Sparling came in, foilowod by tbe client. 
The case was then tried. 
This is an action 
for goods, wares, merchandise, teas, «fee., sold 
aad delivered by the plaintiff to the defend­ 
ant, to the amount of $296.70. 
The defend­ 
ant was a married woman, and it was claimed 
by her counsel she was not liable, as the 
oods had been said to her husband. 
It was 
proved by plaintiff that some 8156 worth of 
goods had been shipped to defendant, and 
that she had promised to pay for them.

attorneys wero D. W. Sparling for the plain­ 
tiff; J. M. Cooper for the defendant.

jury returned with a verdict for defendant.

The case of David Fisher and Moses Stone 
vs. Patrick O'Reilly was referred to Alton B. 
Parker to bear and determine. 
No. 368, rhcebe Purdy et al. vs. Hester D. 
Jackson ct al., referred to Wm. Lawton. 
No. 84, John .4. Wolfer vs. James T. Ea­ 
ton, referred to A. J. Mellon. 
No. 53, Calvin Davis vs. George Maier, was 
then tried. 
This is a case of assault and bat­ 
tery. 
The attorneys are D. W. Sparling for 
the piaintifl, H. Cockburn for defendant. Chas. 
A. Fowler counsel for defendant. 
The plain­ 
tiff claimed lie was standing on North Front 
street in Kingston in front of the defendant’s 
shoe store taking to a man by the name of 
Benson, when plaintiff came out and gave 
him a violent push in the back, so the plain­ 
tiff' fell all in a heap in the gutter. 
The plain­ 
tiff testified to this, aad another witness, 
Frank Totter, corroborated his statement.— 
Plaintiff claimed this pushing injured him so 
severely he had never 
recovered from the 
shock, that lie had employed a number of 
physicians to attend liis case. 
These physi­ 
cians however were not present as witnesses. 
The defendant brought as his witness Mr. Levi 
Benson, who testified the piaintifl came iu the 
defendant’s store and there used blasphemous 
and indecent language. 
Afterwards while 
standing on the doorstone, while Mr. Benson 
was talking to him, he used very foul lauguago 
to Benson, whereupon Maier pushed him ofl 
the step. 
Tho defendant also testifies to this, 
eays he did not push him lightly, but pushed 
him with such force as the circumstances ad­ 
mitted of. 
Tho jury rendered a verdict for the defend­ 
ant. 
A demurrer was then argued in the case of 
George P. Ilasbrouek vs. 
Horado Fow/cs. 
This action is one of libel. 
The defendant 
was the editor of tho Rondout Daily Freeman, 
and as claimed by plaintiff published a libel­ 
lous article in regard to piaintifl some time 
during January, 1872. 
This article was a3 
follows: 
“ W h ite w a s h .—Somebody has been sending 
a whitewashed report of John C. Brodliead’s 
affairs to the New York Herald. It will not go 
down, however, for proof otherwise is too 
stroug. It was not many days ago that a once 
prominent Ulster County politician stated in 
this office that Brotlhead and Thad. llait want­ 
ed him to go in a ring with them several years 
ago aud he added. ‘I would have been in a 
nice fix now.’— Poughkeepsie Eagle. 
“ Tbe somebody is George P. Hasbrouck, 
who would whitewash the devil himself for a 
glass of rum .” 
Tho defendant answering first sets up a 
general denial and as a second allegation 
gives a detailed history or statement of the 
case, including the defalcation. 
That Has­ 
brouck sent an article to the New York Her­ 
ald whitewashing the matter, whereupon tbe 
Poughkeepsie Eagle commented upon the 
same. 
The defendant then copied tho article 
in the Eagle and added tho w ords heretofore 
slated. 
Plaintiff demurs to the second count 
or statemcut in the answer for insufficiency 
that upon its face it does not constitute a 
counter-claim or defence. 
The attorneys in 
the case are Lounsbcry <fe Dewitt for piaintifl'; 
Lawton & Slcbbin3 for defendant, T. R. West­ 
brook of counsel for defendant. 
A long argument was had on the law of 
pleading in cases of libel. The court intimated 
the pleading could not injure the plaintiff, 
but reserved his decision. 
No. 221, Walter A ■ Rensselaer vs. The City 
o f Kingston, referred. 
No one seems to be in haste to urge his case, 
and notwithstanding the heavy calendar the 
amount of work done will bo very small. 
A 
large number of lawyers started to the Judic­ 
ial Convention and will be away from court 
ou Wednesday. 
The Darghan murder case has been put 
down to be tried on Thursday afternoon at 
2 o'clock. 
The court adjourned until Wednesday morn­ 
ing at 9 o’clock.

We stated the other day that an attempt 
would be made to propel a canal boat by air 
at the basin in West Troy during the afternoon. 
The trial did not come off, but a number of 
gentlemen were shown the workings of the 
plan. 
The inventor is Dr. Chase, of Portland, 
Me., who has spent a great deal of money 
daring the past two years perfecting his in­ 
vention. 
The machinery consists of a small 
upright engine of about six-horse power, 
a 
fan 
and 
two 
cylindrical 
air 
com­ 
pressors. 
The 
engine 
runs 
the 
fan, 
and also works the valves of the air compress­ 
ors, from which air is forced through a pipe to 
the bottom of the boat by the admission of 
steam at the top.- 
'Thebottom of the boat un­ 
der the stern is made on an inclination of about 
thirty-live degrees,the iudin tioii commencing 
twenty-live feet from the stern. 
The air is let 
out of the bottom of the boat at the base of 
this incline through a valve which keeps the 
water from rushing in, and as it naturally 
seeks the surface iu a straight line it rushes 
up aloug this incline, and this pushes tiie 
boat 
ahead, 
or 
really 
the 
boat 
slides 
along on the 
air. 
The force 
thus 
ob­ 
tained is equal to twenty-six-liorse power, 
and Is calculated to propel a loaded ca­ 
nal boat along at the rale ol live or six miles 
an hour. 
The boat in which the machinery Is 
at present placed is old and leakv, and can­ 
not be ruu in safety. 
The intention of Mr. 
Chase is to have a boat built expressly for 
him during the coming winter, and he will 
have things in readiness to start In the spring. 
Dr. Chase is not a competitor for the $100,000 
prize, but claims that he is only desirous of 
developing a new principle for the benefit of 
the scientific world. 
It Í3 hard telling as yet 
with what degree of success his efforts will be 
rewarded.— Troy 'limes.

RESOLUTIONS 
proposing 
j am endm ents to article four of the constitu­ 
tion. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of the 
constitution be amended so as to read as follow s: 
Section 1. The executive power shall be vested 
In a governor who shall hold his office for three 
y ears; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
same time, and for the same term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected n ex t preceding the 
time when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term for which they were elected. 
4 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen sff 
the United States, of the age not less than thirty 
years, and who shall have been five years, next pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state, 
4 4. The governor shall be couimauner-lii-chiei of 
the military and naval forces of the state. lie shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the sen- 
ant only) or extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such a-s the governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. He shall com municate by message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recom mend such m atters to them as he 
shall judge expedient. 
He shall transact all neces­ 
sary business with the officers of governm ent, civil 
and m ilit ary. lie shall expedite all such measures 
as may be resolved upon by the legislature, and 
shall take care that the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
4 8. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of five thousand dollars, 
aud’shall not receive or be entitled to any other 
compensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service lie may be required to perform by the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
4 9. Every bill which shall have passed the sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the governor ; if he approve, he shall 
sign it; but if not, he shall return it w ith his objec­ 
tions to the house in which it shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objection* at large on the 
Journal, aud proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reconsideration, two-thirds of the members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together w ith the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by two-thirds of the mem bers elect­ 
ed to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of the governor. In all 
such cases, the votes in both houses shall be deter­ 
mined by yeas aud nays, aud the names of the mem­ 
bers voting shall be entered on the journal of each 
house respectively. 
If any bill shall not bo return­ 
ed by tlie govern'd- within ten days (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the sam eshall be a law in like m anner as if he hud 
signed it, unless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent its return ; in which ease it 
shall not become a law without the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the fiual 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
the governor within thirty days after sucu adjourn­ 
ment. If any bill presented to the governor con­ 
tain several item s of appropriations of money, lie 
may object to one or more of such items, while ap­ 
proving of the other portion of the bill. In suck 
case, he shall append te the bill, at the time of sign­ 
ing it, a statem ent of the items to which he objects; 
aud the appropriation »o objected to shall not take 
effect. If the legislature lie in session, he shall 
transm itió the houseln which the bill originated a 
copy of such statem ent, and the item s olijected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items fie approved by 
two-thirds of the members elected to each house, 
the same shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the governor. All the provisions 
of this section, in relation to bills not approved by 
the governor, shall apply in cases in which he shall 
withhold his approval from any item or items con­ 
tained in a bill appropriating money. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur). That the fore­ 
going am endm ent be referred to the legislature to 
lie chosen at the next general election it senators, 
and that,, in conform ity to section one of article 
thirteen of the constitution, it be published for 
three m onths previous to the time of such election.
